Patterson's only hope will be 
to run very far and very fast, 
looking back only occasionally and 
with great care. I would recom- 
mend that Patterson do most of his 
fighting from about the twelfth 
row of seats, providing Clay stays 
in the ring. If he comes out of 
the ring he should keep a 10 to 
12 row spread at all times.
